THE BURMA REVOLT. 


The rebellion in Burma, of which 
very little has been heard excepting 
in rather baldly-worded official com- 
muniques, continues to be a matter 
of grave concern to British 
suithority. Tt was so long ago as 
December that the: troubles began 
in the Tharrawaddy district, and 
in the months that have since 
lapsed the ‘revolf has developed tn 
intensity and magnitude to an ex- 
tent without parallel in the annals 
of Burma since the British occupa- 
tion, We notice. that in some 
quarters it is claimed that the reot 
cause of the trouble ‘is. economic. 
Distress is said to’ be acute and 
Widespread, and, according to a 
prominent Burman, ‘the general 
attityde of the people involved in 
the disturbances appears to be that 


(as death, though slow, is sure, it 


in better that they die with their 
stomachs fulk; if thes are caught 
and convicted of rebellion, they may 
have to suffer the full penalty of the 
‘hu, but if they eseape with a pri- 
son term, they can at Teast count 
on regular meals, 

This is a typical Burma outlook 
on the situation, but it would up- 
‘pear that the matter is not 
quite so simple as-all that. Indeed, 
evidence his accumulating 
ta show that the whole 
movement is political in charac:

Jn policy, actuated, it Is suggested,

the prestige of 
authority .and be misconstrucd a8 
a ‘sigh of weakness, Those who 
argue thus, however, fait to realise 
that constituted authority cannot be 
expected to bargain with confessed 
rebels. There can bo no parleying 
with these people until they first 
ceane their Inwless activities. Sug- 
gestions .of a general amnesty, 
with the first move to be made by 
the Government, acem equatly ill- 
based. There muat, obviously be 
some evidence of repentance on the 
part of the rebels before action 
along these lines is conceivable. 


On the question of the real cause 
of the rebellion, it is worth noting 
that during the trial of some of 
the rebels recently, smple evidence 
was forthcoming that armed resis- 
tance had been decided on in op 
position to the capitntion tax: ‘The 
leaders of the movement went fo 
far as to force ignorant people to 
join in the movement, and the re- 
bels were Inter supplied with unt- 
forms and regularly drilled, Their 
orders were to attack any Govern: 
ment forces which arrived on the 
scene. It ia placed on record also 
that stom intimidatory measures 
were brought to bear on fhe rank 
and file, whose credulity and ignor- 
ance ; exploited, 
In these circumstances, it is hardly 
to be wondered at that the move- 
ment should develop to The alarming 
extent that it has, With conditions 
as they are, there is only one pos- 
sible fine of action for the authori- 
ties-—n determination to suppress 
the movement before it becomes 
even graver in character,

The attack occurred o few hours 
after. the bont left this Port and 
midway between Walchow Island 
and Pakhoi. Latest report states 
that only two passengers—both old 
women——were released following 
capture while the rest, numbering 
between 30 and 40 were taken 
prisoncrs by the pirates and held 
to ransom.

To local people in gencral and 
farmers in particular, the dry hot 
weather during the past fortnight 
was. indeed a’ sore trial.
